The historical collection of the Bridgeport Scientific Society has 
recently received notable additions, as follows: A rare old book by 
St. Chrysostom, published in Antwerp in 1547. The text is in Latin, 
and the title is "Narratives of Dr. John Chrysostom, Archbishop of 
Constantinople, in the Books of the Holy Genesis." This volume was 
one of the library of Rev. Gurdon S. Coit, for thirty years rector of 
St. John's Episcopal Church in this city. I found on examining the 
book that it had cost $150, and no doubt would bring in New York 
City at this time a great deal more. It is bound in parchment, with 
two clasps, and is in a good state of preservation. Another volume is 
entitled "A Cannon Ball, from the Battle Ground of Waterloo, in 
Belgium, one of the Decisive Battles in History— the Downfall of 
Napoleon Bonaparte." A flask, another addition, was formerly the 
property of Hans Christian Andersen, the famous Danish story teller, 
and was left by him to his intimate friend, General De Raasloff, 
ex-Consul-General of Denmark at New York City. Hence it came at 
• the late general's death into the possession of his son, Harrold De 
Raasloff, E. C, now of Tokio, Japan, and from him to the party who 
donated it to this society. David Pell Secor,

There has recently been an interesting find of Luther MSS. in the town 
library of Zwickau, Saxony. Among them are numerous sermons preached 
as early as 1512, and reported by his friends. This was when his views 
upon justification by faith were beginning to take shape, and they are said 
to show very vividly the workings of his mind and conscience at that time. 
Earlier than these are notes in Luther's own handwriting on Augustine, 
Peter Lombard, and Tauler. There are also notes of a course of lectures ' 
delivered at Wittenberg in 1516 on the Book of Judges. Some of these 
documents have already been published. 



VERY few people, says The News, of Savannah, Ga., have an adequate 
idea of the importance of the holdings and purposes of the Georgia 
Historical Society. The corporation proper has in its own control, devoted 
to historical research and popular culture, real estate and a library of value 
not less than $100,000; and in its Telfair trusts, engaged in the cultivation 
of knowledge of art, fully $300,000. It is difficult to fancy objects of greater 
importance to the community than these, to which such large sums have 
been appropriated by absolutely private enterprise and spirit, without a dol- 
lar from public funds. In all these respects it stands pre-eminent in the 
south. 

* * * 

Mr. Theodore Child, writing from Paris to the Sun, describes a very in- 
teresting cDllection of Napoleon I relics, which belongs to the Marquis de 
Biron. They came to him as a legacy from his cousin, who was the daugh- 
ter of Marshal Bertrand, the devoted adherent of the Emperor, who followed 
his master even to St. Helena, and remained with him until his death. The 
authenticity of the relics is completely attested. The objects enumerated by 
Mr. Child are as follows: 

* * * 

A steel bed mounted on six castors, folding in the middle by means of 
four joints, four brass heads, screwed on the four corners, movable bottom 
of blue and white striped canvas, with cords and webbing of self color and 
brown. The bottom of the bed is held to the frame by eight hooks along 
each side, four hooks along each end, and one hook at each of the four 
corners; in the middle is a shell cross-bar. The bed bears in the middle and 
on each side twice the name Desouche, with a crown engraved on the steel. 
The length of the bed is one metre eighty-eight centimetres, its width thirty- 
nine centimetres, the measure? being taken inside the posts; the supports 
for the webbing are placed at a height of twerfty-seven centimetres from the 
ground; the height of the bedstead from the webbing to the top is seventy- 
five centimetres. This bed was used by the Emperor at St. Helena until his 
last moments. There are also four pieces of green silk curtain stuff belong- 
ing to this bed, and another bed, of citron wood, brought from London for 
the Emperor's use at Longwopd, but in which he never slept, preferring the 
camp bed, in which he died. 

The traveling necessary of the Emperor and other objects. A long 
mahogany box with a cartouche in copper with an N and a crown, enclosed 
in a case of yellow leather edged with green, worn, with a buckle, inside 
striped lining. The necessary was made by Biennais, goldsmith to their 
Imperial Majesties (stamp on the end); the inside of the lid of the necessary 
contains a razor strop, with a yellow copper gilt-edged case, a tooth comb 
and an ordinary comb, a mirror with. a mahogany back, copper frame and 
ring. The mirror is kept in place by a copper catch. Between the lid and 
the interior is a loose cushion of green silk. The necessary contains two 
razors with inlaid mother-of-pearl handles, of which one bears an N and 
crown, the blades marked au singe verl; a tongue scraper, a steel support, 
• two steel bootjacks,, a steel corkscrew, a flat ivory case, a pair of scissors, an 
ear pick, a pocket knife, tortoise-shell handle, with three blades and a bodkin ; 
a tooth brush with a metal handle, and a gimlet. There is one compart- 
ment from which the object is missing. Below are a soap box, a long box, 
and a small box in silver, with the inside gilt, a silver inkstand, two bottles 
with silver stoppers, a metal case containing a shaving brush, one compart- 
ment empty. There are also a telescope in silver and mahogany, with four 
slides; a walnut box containing a silver bowl, a large silver gilt spoon with 
the imperial arms, a tongue scraper, a silver coronation medal; a table com- 
posed of three little tables in bois des ties with black fillets on which the 
Emperor used to take bis breakfast; a granite obelisque, with brass mounts, 
which was given by the Emperor to Gen. Bertrand as a souvenir of the cam- 
paign of Egypt; a wooden flute, found among the objects belonging to the 
Emperor; Several tea caddies brought from Saint Helena; an ivory statuette, 
representing the " Ecce" Homo " on a pedestal of malachite, with gilt bronze 
mounts, brought back from Moscow by Gen. Bertrand; a porcelain cup and 
saucer made by Nast and given by the Emperor to Gen. Bertrand; a buckle 
with a cameo representing the profile of the Emperor wearing the " petit 
chapeau," and a bracelet of medals with Greek inscriptions, representing the 
Imperial family; a bust of Bonaparte, First Consul, in biscuit, by Nast, with 
the mention: " Fabrique du C c " Nast Rue des Amandiers D°" Popincourt," 
and executed during the Consulate ; and a cameo representing the Empress 
Josephine. 

* *.* 

Still other relics are: A pair of nankeen breeches, another pair of breeche*, 
five shirts, a pair of shoes, three foulards, and two sheets; a volume in calf 
with the imperial arms and the name Rambouillet: " Rapport du Lieutenant 
General Lecourbe," and bearing the stamp of the Emperor's library at Saint 
Helena; a volume with the same binding, arms, and mention Rambouillet: 
"Precis des operations de l'armee du Danube," bearing likewise the mark of 
the Emperor's library at Saint Helena; a volume with the same binding, 
arms, and mention : ' ' Precis historique de la campagne du General Massena, " 
bearing the stamp of the Emperor's library at Saint Helena; a volume with 
the same binding, arms, and mention: " Historie Chronologique^des Opera- 
tions de l'Armee du Nord," bearing likewise the stamp of the* Emperor's 
library at Saint Helena; a volume, same binding, arms, and mention: 
"Journal Historique des Operations Militaires du Siege de Perchiera," with 
the stamp of the library at Saint Helena; a volume bound in red calf: " His- 
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'orical Memoirs of Napoleon," bearing the stamp of the Emperor's library 
at Saint Helena, and a note in the handwriting of M. Marchand, " L'Emp. 
Napoleon;" a volume in stiff boards: "Memories de Henri de Campion," 
bearing the stamp of the Emperor's library at Saint Helena, with the in- 
scription. "Napoleon, from E. V. Holland;" a volume stitched, yellow 
cover: " Les Freres Hongrois," with the stamp of the Emperor's library at 
Saint Helena and in the handwriting of M. Marchand the words: " L'Emp. 
Nap." These books all bear the stamp which the Emperor had made at 
London through the intermediary of his valet de chambre, Marchand. One 
of the volumes, the " Precis Historique de la Campagne de Massena," is of 
the extremest rareness, and all the books from the library of Saint Helena 
are esteemed priceless by the bibliophiles.

The late Mr. Holford's splendid gallery of pictures at Dorchester House, 
writes Edmund Yates, has been valued for probate at .£76,000, and the other 
art collections there are officially estimated at .£80,000. Everything was be- 
queathed to Captain Holford without condition or reserve. The art collections 
of Colworth Park, which are coming into the market in consequence of 
Charles Magniac having died intestate, are to be sold at Christie's on June 
10 and 11. The gallery of pictures, including the famous series of historical 
portraits by Clouet and Holbein, is one of the finest in England, and the 
collection of Limoges enamels is quite unique. There is also a quantity of 
superb armor and a rare and splendid collection of gold and silver plate of 
all the great periods, including a number of croziers and other articles of 
church furniture of extraordinary splendor. One of the lots at this sale will 
be a famous ivory cabinet which belonged to-Mary, Queen of Scots.

Mrs. T. Harrison Garrett, formerly of Baltimore, now of Princeton, N.J., 
has consented to loan her collection of photographs and etchings, known as 
" The Claghorn Collection," of Philadelphia, for exhibition at Princeton 
College, where her sons are being educated. The W. C. Prime collection of 
pottery and antiquities has been rearranged. These, with the other col- 
lections in the Art Museum, make a most interesting exhibition. The 
trustees of the college have voted $1,000 for more cases, which have been 
put in and filled with a part of the Prime collection, heretofore stored away 
for want of sufficient room. Some Etruscan and Greek pottery from Italy 
has also been added in the same rooms as the Prime collection.

It is reported from Santa Fe, N. M., that in excavating some ancient 
Aztec ruins near Chaco Canon, Gov. Prince has unearthed twenty stone 
idols of'a different type from any before discovered. They are circular in 
shape, forming disks varying from six to fifteen inches in diameter, the upper 
half containing a deeply carved face, and the lower half rudimentary arms 
in relief. The idols are believed to be at least 600 years old. .

Whitman W. Kenyon, says the Eagle of Brooklyn, owns a number of 
timepieces. He is a connoisseur and authority on ancient and modern 
watches of the most complicated and excellent construction. One in his 
possession is a musical watch which tells the time of day, days of the week, 
days of the month, and is a calculator of the moon's phases, and also repeats 
the hours, quarter, half and three-quarter minutes, besides playing a number 
of airs. He purchased it in Europe. He is also a great adept in the clock- 
maker's art, which is proven by the great and diversified variety of clocks in 
his bouse. Colonel Burleigh, another distinguished Brooklynite, is the 
owner of several watches, one of which is very historic. It once belonged 
to Marquis de Lafayette and bears his coat-of-arms. It was presented by 
Lafayette to Edmund Ruffin of Virginia, the father of General Ruffin, who 
fired the first shot from Fort Moultrie on Fort Sumter during the late Civil 
War. When the soldiers entered the old Ruffin homestead in Virginia, the 
watch was found by a member of the Seventeenth N. Y. V., who sold it to 
Colonel Burleigh for $15, when it was sent to Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary 
of War, who returned it to its present owner.

It is well known, or should be, that the association formed for the preser- 
vation of Andrew Jackson's Hermitage holds an option upon the relics, 
bric-a-brac and furniture of Gen. Jackson in the house for $17,500, payable 
before July 1, 1893. The house itself, tomb and grounds of twenty-five 
acres were granted to the association by the Tennessee Legislature. A 
visitor to the Hermitage the other day found a venerable negro bareheaded 
and dozing in the sun. He is the only surviving servant of Jackson, and 
the custodian and guide of the place. " My name is Alfred Jackson," he 
sa : d, "and I am the only one of the General's servants that is left. I am 
eighty-nine years old now; I was forty-three when the General died." He 
led the visitor to the Jackson tomb, where are buried the statesman and his 
wife. Nothing has been moved in the rooms occupied by Jackson at the 
Hermitage. The furniture remains in the same position as when his eyes 
last rested on it, and over the mantel of the room in which he died still hangs 
the picture of his wife. In the dining-room one finds queer claw-footed, 
heavy mahogany furniture, a chandelier of the old style, sparkling with pen- 
dant glass, and a sideboard surmounted by silver candelabra. Among the 
relics which the house contains are the pistols of Gen. Washington, a wooden 
pitcher, made and presented by the coopers of Philadelphia from the elm 
under which Penn concluded his treaty with the Indians; a bayonet around 
which a root had grown, from the battlefield of New Orleans; a silver vase, 
presented by the ladies of Charleston ; a golden box, given by the city of New 
York; a solid silver tray, topaz pin and set of jewelry presented by the ladies 
of New Orleans directly after the battle, and many other objects equally in- 
teresting. Among the mostinteresting of the other relics is the famous old 
phaeton made out of the timbers of the Constitution. 
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The most wonderful book in the world is one which is neither written nor 
printed. Every letter is cut into the leaf, and, as the alternate leaves are 
of blue paper, it is as easily read as the best printing. The labor required 
and the patience necessary to cut each letter may be imagined. The work 
is done so perfectly that it seems as though done by machinery, yet every 
character was made by hand. The book is entitled " The Passion of Christ." 
It is a very old volume, and was a curiosity as long ago as 1640. It belongs 
to the family of the Prince de Ligne, and is now in France. Rudolph II of 
Germany offered eleven thousand ducats for it. 

* * * 

During the American War of Independence it was considered politic for 
England to be on terms of friendship with the North American Indians. 
• Large and handsome medals were therefore struck for presentation to the 
chiefs or grtat men of the tribes' who had rendered good service to George 
III. On the obverse side this medal shows a bust of the King in armcr and 
with laurel wreath; the reverse side represents an American Indian and a 
white man sitting together under a tree, the Indian in the act of presenting 
bis pipe to his companion in token of peace and friendship. In the back- 
ground are Indian wigwams, and above is the legend, ".Happy while 
United." The loop for suspension is significant, being an eagle's wing and 
the calumet of peace placed crosswise. Many years afterward Mr. Catlin 
found an Indian chief who was still wearing this medal, and who was par- 
ticularly proud of the fact that he had kept the King's face bright by wear- 
ing it next his skin.

House of Representatives, was sold for $45; and a letter written by Abraham 
Lincoln while a mentber of Congress fetched $27.50; a letter written by 
Robert Fulton was sold for $30; and $21 was paid for the signature of 
Isaac Motte, of South Carolina. Among the prominent people present at 
the sale were Dr. W. S. Alexander, of Boston; E. B. Sterling, of Trenton.;

. Louvre bought a portrait of the painter by Gericault the other day for $284. 

At the same sale a number of sketches by Delacroix went very cheap, a study 

of a jaguar reaching $140 — the largest price. This was one of the sort of 

pictures which the New York dealers hold at a couple of thousand dollars.

Revolution seems to be the order of the day in our artistic societies. At 
the Society of American Artists' meeting, two weeks ago, there was a 
squabble over the offices. Some of the members thought that there should 
be a change; so that master'of painting, John Lafarge, whose contributions 
to the present display the jury rejected, was elected vice-president; and 
William R. Coffin, the society's secretary, was replaced by Joe Evans, presi- 
dent of the Art Students' League. There are still- audible in the society 
mumblings of discontent, which would indicate that the trouble is not over 
yet, either.

There was, also, a good deal of a struggle at the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design between the older and the younger members, notably 
those of the latter most identified in spirit with the Society of American Artists. 
The latter thought that F. D. Millet, the vice-president, who was given that 
position as a compromise last year on President Huntington's retirement, and 
with, perhaps, some understanding that he should get the higher office this 
year, should certainly have it.
